Nearly two-fifths of the area of the country, excluding outlying possessions, has been 
mapped, every State being represented. Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, and the District of Columbia are completely mapped. Sheets of the regular size 
are sold by the Survey at 10c. each; but in lots of 50 or more copies, whether of the 
same sheet or of different sheets, the price is 6c. each. In no case can orders be filled at 
Mad C"s300° rate unless the sum remitted solely for topographic maps amounts to at 
eas 00.

NoTe.—Post route maps corrected to July 1 and Jan. 1 will be distributed in August 
and February to the postal service. Heretofore these maps have been issued quarterly. 
For a list of the maps composing the set, with prices, see below. Orders for the maps 
should be addressed to the Third Assistant Postmaster General, Finance Division, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and money orders should be made payable to him. 

Since February, 1908, the Topography Division has been preparing rural-delivery -_~ 
of counties in which rural-delivery is completely established. They are published in 
two forms, one giving simply the rural free delivery routes starting from a single given 
post office, sold at 5 cents each; the other, the rural free delivery routes in an entire 
county, sold at 20 cents each. A uniform scale of 1 inch to 1 mile is used. Editions 
are not issued but sun-print copies are produced in response to special calls addressed 
to the Third Assistant Postmaster General, Finance Division. These maps should not 
be confused with the post route maps described in the preceding paragraph.
